REMARKS

By way of this response, all of the rejected claims have either been 
amended to depend (directly or via an intervening dependent claim) on 
allowed claim 6, or have been cancelled without prejudice to their further 
prosecution. Accordingly, only the independent claims indicated as allowable 
in the final Office action and their dependent claims remain pending in this 
application.
